“I tho u g ht, ‘Oh Go d, here’s a 
man who has do n e so methin g , 
so methin g g o o d. Here he is an d 
n o o n e’s claimed him ," Simo n 
recalled Thu rsday . “That’s a 
hell o f a reward to win d u p in 
Po tter’s Field.” 
Simo n co n tacted a min ister, a 
rabbi an d a p riest who ag reed 


to p ro v ide a bu rial fo r the man . 
“He s the hero ... as far as 
the bu rial is co n cern ed,” said 
the Rev . Emery Percell. “He 
(Simo n ) co n tacted the mo rg u e, 
the cemetery , the fu n eral p ar­ 
lo r. He p aid fo r the g rav e.” 
Simo n p aid $243 fo r the 
g rav e, while a fu n eral p arlo r 
p rep ared the bo dy an d do n ated 
the casket. 


Simo n , his wife an d two 
frien ds were amo n g the sev en 
p erso n s an d three clerg y men 
who atten ded the fu n eral Mo n ­ 
day at Oak Lawn Cemetery .

that the city force can be used in the ev ent 
of a fire at the Buena Vista Nursing Home, 
which is near the city limits. 
Former Presiding J udge Harry Walch 
said Friday morning that Pettis Countians 
knew the fire department was not funded 
legally by using general rev enue funds, and 
nothing was done. 
‘ I had a meeting this past summer about 
the fire department. The Univ ersity of 
Missouri Ex tension people had a man 
down here from Columbia and some action 
was taken after the meeUng to get a lev y 
started, but nobody ev er got a petition 
started for the ballot.” Walch said 
Walch said the fire department needs 
more men and better equipment to be 
effectiv e and he thinks a tax lev y would 
giv e it the muscle needed. 
“I saw this coming for a long time. I

Study soys U.S. only 
needs to cut oil imports 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An 
independent study said today 
the United States need not 
elim inate its oil im ports but 
should cut them to about 
20 
or 25 per cent of total require­ 
m ents in order to cope with 
any future Arab oil em bargo. 
The United States im ported 
m ore than .35 per cent of its 
re quire m e n ts in 1973 and 
alm ost 36 per cent in 1974, by 
oil industry estim ates. 
The proposal to cut im ports 
to 20 or 25 per cent was m ade 
in a study called “Energy 
and U.S. F oreign P olicy,” 
w ritten by Joseph A. Y ager 
and E leanor B. Steinberg for 
the 
F o r d F o un d a t i o n ’s 
E nergy Policy Project. 
The authors, working at the 
B rookings institution here, 
concluded tha t the U nited 
States, at a reduced level of 
oil im ports, could cope ade­ 
quately with any new Arab 
oil em bargo. 
M eanw hile, the Indepen­ 
dent Petroleum Association 
of A m erica said Thursday 
that dom estic drilling for oil 
and gas increased by 20.4 per 


cent in 1974 and the success 
rate also was up slightly. 
C. John M iller, president of 
the group, also predicted that 
U.S. production of petroleum 
liquids in 1975 would be about 
10.3 million barrels per day.

The results of the increased 
drilling will not be felt for a 
few m ore years. 
On Capitol Hill, Sen. Henry

But they conceded un­ 
happiness with the account­ 
ing procedures required of 
them and said they w ere 
seeking waivers.

CLEVELAND, (AP) - 'Al­ 
though steel m ill shipm ents 
w ere up from our original ex­ 
pectations for the first half of 
1974, d em and is still out­ 
stripping supply by a signifi­ 
cant m argin, probably at least 
10 to 15 per cent. And based on 
actual dom estic m ill shipm ent 
figures recorded for the first 
six m onths of ‘74 of about 58 
m illion tons, we a re now fore­ 
casting shipm ents of between 
52 and 53 m illion tons for the 
balance of the y e a r,” reported 
Robert G. Welch, president of 
the Steel Service C enter In­ 
stitute in an update of the as­ 
so c ia tio n ’s la te st business 
conditions survey. 
T hat m eans said Welch, by 
year end dom estic steel m ills 
will have shipped a total of 110 
to 111 million tons, approxi­ 
m ately the sam e figure as in 
1973. A pproxim ately 5 million 
tons can be expected to be ex­ 
ported and im ports m ost like­ 
ly will be down from 15.1 
m illion in 1973 to 12 million 
this year. 
This m eans the 1974 availa­ 
ble supply is expected to total 
117 to 118 m illion tons, off 
close to 5 m illion tons when 
com pared w ith 1973.

Farm unit shrinkage 


decreased in 1974

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Th e nation’s farm inv entory 
declined by only 11.(XK) u nits 
last y e a r, th e sm allest 
sh rinkage in abou t 40 y ears, 
th e Agricu ltu re Department 
say s. 
As of Jan. 1 USDA said in a 
new-y ear report, th ere were 
an estimated 2.8 19,000 farms 
in th e United States, down 
from 2.8 30,000 at th e begin­ 
ning of 1974. Th e av erage size 
was 38 5 acres, u p one acre 
from 38 4 a y ear ago. 
According to department 
records, th e loss of 11,000 
farms was th e smallest since 
th e m id 19 30s. A steady 
decline began after 1935. At 
th at time, records sh owed, 
th ere were more th an 6.8 
million farms in th e cou ntry . 
Th e total land in farms as 
of Jan. 1 was estimated at 
1.08 6.375.000 acres, a decline 
of abou t 1.4 million acres 
from a y ear earlier. Land is 
taken from farms for u rban 
growth , h igh way s, airports 
and oth er needs. 
According to th e new esti­ 
mates. North Carolina report­ 
ed th e greatest decline, from 
135.000 farms with 14 million 
acres a y ear ago to 132,000 
u nits h av ing 13.8 million 
acres. 
New York state sh owed th e 
largest increase, u p 1,000 u n­ 
its to a total of 58 ,000 on Jan. 
1. Land in farms totaled 11.4 
million acres, u p from 11.2 


million a y ear ago. th e report 
said. 
A spokesman for th e de­ 
partment’s Statistical Report­ 
ing Serv ice said 21 .states 
h av e sh own no ch ange in th e 
past two or th ree y ears. Also, 
h e said, th e recent h igh 
prices of grain and some 
oth er commodities h as h ad 
someth ing to do with th e in­ 
crease in th e nu m ber of 
farms in some areas. 
To qu alify u nder gov ern­ 
ment definition of a farm, a 
u nit mu st be at least 10 acres 
in size and sell at least $50 
worth of produ cti? a y ear, or 
— if smaller in acreage — 
mu st market at least $250 in 
farm produ cts annu ally . 
Th u s, th e official said, 
some farms smaller th an 10 
acres h av e qu alified to make 
th e list becau se of an in­ 
crease in v alu e of com. soy ­ 
beans or oth er items sold at 
h igh prices th e past y ear. 
According to th e Jan. 1 list­ 
ing. Tex as maintained its top 
position in farm nu mbers 
with 209.000 farms cov erng 
141.8 million acres, both u n­ 
ch anged from a y ear earlier. 
Oth er top states in nu mbers 
of farms inclu ded: Missou ri 
139 .000 farm s, u nch anged 
from a y ear earlier, and 32.7 
million acres, down from 32.8 
million on Jan. 1. 1974; Iowa 
137.000 farms down 1.000. and 
34.3 m illion a c re s , u n­ 
ch anged; Illinois 125.000 
farms, down 1.000 and 29.1 
million acres, down 100.000; 


Kentu cky 125.000 farms, down 
1,000. and 16.2 million acres, 
u nch anged; and Tennessee 
125,000 farm s, u nch anged, 
and 15.4 million acres, also 
u nch anged.

For a year, she was cutting

“When you realize,” she 
says, “that most of what’s 
going on is a pile o f

can laugh more. You have to 
to keep your sanity. I am 
spending more time enjoying 
sunsets, 
telling jokes and 
laughing at jokes, noticing 


colors, studying about art. 
That’s my idea of fun.” 
She says it’s part of her 
system for hedging against the 
prospect of a depression, too. 
“My attitude toward life 
these days,” she says, “is 
more vivacious than it’s been 
in years. If you’re going to go 
down, do it wiile you’re 
having a good time.” 
Her interest 
in politic's 
remains that of an interested 
bystander. She still refuses to 
run for office, although the 
Democrats have been after 
her to run for the past five 
years. 
“They figure a woman with 
a name would make a good 
candidate.

was down almost $10 million 
in receipts to $45.7 million. 
The trade journal Variety 
capsuled the general situa­ 
tion with “ Theater Is Now a 
National Invalid" 
The happiest stars were 
Colleen Dewhurst. Virginia 
Capers. Michael Moriarty 
and Christopher Plummer, 
winning the top Tony 
Awards; Carol Channing.

“ But I’m Yugoslav and 
French,” Marty says. “ I never 
did tell Frank that I'm not 
Italian.” 


Marty 
directed 
Sinatra's 
comeback special, then called 
01’ Blue Eyes is Back and 
now, in rerun on NBC-TV on 
January 10, called Magnavox 
Presents Frank Sinatra. 


Pasetta, 
who 
directs 
supercasts like the Oscars, 
says 
he 
was 
frightened 
meeting Sinatra. 


“ But he went out of his way 
to be nice. He was so warm. 
As for the show itself. Frank 
was most nervous, but it was 
his comeback and he wanted 
it to be very good. He was 
dying to get back in front of an 
audience.” 
Looking back on the special, 
which was taped a bit over a 
year ago, Pasetta says there is 
one 
change 
he 
would 
recommend if it were to be 
done again. 
“ The audience was filled 
with Sinatra’s friends and I 
would now suggest that it 
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should have been filled with, 
not those who see him all the 
time, but those who love him 
and seldom see him. The 
people there loved him, but I 
think the electricity from 
those who don’t see him 
much, if at all, could have 
created a different attitude.’’ 


It's 
a 
simple 
program, 
Sinatra singing in concert. 
“ It’s not that we didn’t have 
the 
money 
for 
a 
big 
production,” Marty said, “ but 
if you garbage him up you are 
only taking away from the 
man. I wanted to do a classy 
show. It was a totally ad- 
libbed, one-take show. Frank 
said his friends would know if 
he had done anything over 
after the audience left .” 
Only a number with Gene 
Kelly was taped in advance 
and that was because it 
involved 
dancing, 
which 
makes for a breathless singer. 


Howard Koch, a long-time 
associate of Sinatra’s and the 
producer 
of 
the 
show, 
suggested Marty as director. 
“ At our first meeting,’’ 
Marty recalled, “ I was so 
scared I figured I wouldn’t be 
able to talk. But the opposite 
happened. 
My 
mouth 
wouldn’t stop.” 
And Frank never told him 
to shut his mouth. 
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For the fifth time in a de­ 
cade there was no Pulitzer 
Prize for drama, although 
Louis Sheaffer’s monumen­ 
tal study of Eugene O'Neill 
brought some glory to the 
theater as the 1974 lAilitzer 
biography. 


The most unfortunate was 
Bette Davis, sustaining a re­ 
hearsal back injury that re­ 
sulted in abrupt demise of the 
musical “ Miss Moffatt.” at a 
loss of $950.000 


Afflictions also hampered 
other performers. Henry 
Fonda's triumphant tour in 
the one-man play “ Clarence 
Darrow” was interrupted by 
cardiac disturbance. Jan 
Peerce broke a hip during a 
tryout-terminated run of 
“ Laugh a Little. Cry a Lit­ 
tle.” Jim Dale kept running 
into assorted contusions and 
sprains as the magnificent 
madcap of “ Scapino. ” 


A scenery fire delayed 
Broadway opening of “Good 
News” for seven weeks, and 
there was bad luck. too. for 
David Merrick, the Main 
Stem's erstwhile Midas. 
After a year's sabbatical in 
movieland. he returned to 
produce a dreadful drama. 
“ Dreyfus in Rehearsal.” 
which collapsed after just 12 
perform ances, and the 
musical “ Mack And Mabel.” 
which departed after66. 
In the scramble to keep the­ 
aters open, several manage­ 
ments decided against book­ 
ing hit-or-miss legit offerings 
in favor of personal ap­ 
pearance stands by everyone 
from Henry Mancini to the 
Jefferson Starship, from 
Lena Home to Elton John. 
Most proved sellouts. 
Change was evident also 
along the byways of Off- 
Broadway and Off-Off- 
Broadway. Several groups 
tried for more attention with 
bigger theaters; others 
added revivals to a former 
format of new works only, 
and some ethnic groups de­ 
cided to widen audience ap­ 
peal. 
The final curtain fell for 
many favorite performers.

Edna Best. 74; Patricia Coll- 
inge, 81 ; Katharine Cornell, 
81; Lili Darvas.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
What do television series 
stars do during their 
between-season vacations? 
In the case of Michael 
Douglas, he’s producing a 
$3 million movie 
The talented son of Kirk 
Douglas finished his third 
season of “ The Streets of 
San Francisco ” this month. 
In January he starts pro­ 
ducing “ One Flew over the 
Cuckoo’s Nest” starring 
Jack Nicholson and directed 
by Milos Forman. TTie film 
will be made almost entire­ 
ly at the Oregon State Men­ 
tal Hospital at Salem. 
Young Douglas, 30. is an 
exam ple of a modern 
maverick working inside 
the Establishm ent. It 
seemed inevitable that he 
would go into acting — his 
mother, Diana Dill, is an 
actress, and his father is 
one of the screen’s most 
durable stars. 
“ One Flew over the 
Cuckoo’s Nest” has a long 
history, dating back to 1963, 
when Kirk Douglas starred 
in the Broadway play. It 
had a one-month run, but 
was not a success. 
“ People came out of the 
play loving it , ” said 
Michael, “ but they told 
their friends, ‘It’s okay — if 
you like laughing at crazy 
people.” Attitudes toward 
mental illness were dif­ 
ferent then.” 
Kirk Douglas bought the 
movie rights and twice 
neared production, but the 
deals fell through. Law suits 
over ownership of the pro­ 
perty further stalled the 
film version, and Douglas 
decided three years ago to 
dispose of the play. 
“ Let me take it over,” his 
son urged. “ I can at least 
get back what you put into 
it.” 
C h a r a c te r is tic a lly , 
Michael Douglas declined to 
take “ Cuckoo’s Nest” to 
major companies, seeking 
instead to make the film 
w ith co m p lete in d e ­ 
pendence. He finally found 
a backer: Sol Zaentz, 
operator of the Berkeley- 
based Fantasy Records, 
home of the Credence 
Clearwater Revival and 
other rock stars. 
The movie, as well as 
other factors, appears to 
have interrupted plans for 
Douglas to marry actress 
Brenda Vaccaro, with 
whom he has lived for five 
years. “ With all the work 
I’ve had preparing the pic­ 
ture, plus problems with the 
families, it got to be too 
much of a hassle,” said 
Douglas.

“ Upstairs, Downstairs.’’ 
etc. — is H ollyw ood 
Television Theater. 
It began in 1970 with a 
memorable production of 
“ The Andersonville Trial,” 
directed by George C. Scott. 
Forty productions have 
followed, including Clifford 
Odet’s "Awake and Sing ” 
(Walter Matthau). Arthur 
Miller's ‘incident at Vichy” 
(Stacy Keach), Lillian 
Heilman’s “ Another Part of 
the F o re s t” (Dorothy 
McGuire, Barry Sullivan). 
Funde(i by the Ford Foun­ 
dation and affilliated sta­ 
tions of the Public Broad­ 
casting Service, Hollywood 
Television Theater wastes 
no money on frills. For the 
1974-75 season, it will pre­ 
sent six plays at a total cost 
of $1.2 million. That’s small 
potatoes by network stan­ 
dards. yet the plays possess 
remarkable quality. 
"I know there is a lot of 
reverence for the BBC,” 
said executive producer 
Norman Lloyd. “ It’s the 
best there is — but we’re 
good,too.” 
Critics often agree-with 
his appraisal. The first two 
plays this season have been 
outstanding — Judith An­ 
derson in “ The Chinese 
Prime Minister” by Enid 
Bagnold, Richard Cham­ 
berlain in “ TTie Lady’s Not 
for Burning” by Christopher 
Fry.

Hollywood Television 
Theater is taped at the 
studios of the Los Angeles 
public television station, 
KCET, which occupies an 
ancient lot in Hollywood. 
Producer Lloyd seems 
ideally suited for his work. 
He started as an actor with 
E va LeG allien n e’s re­ 
pertory and the Mercury 
Theater of Orson Welles and 
John Houseman. He has ap­ 
peared in many films, often 
as the sinister heavy, and 
still practices his trade — 
he recently did a “ Kojak.” 
For eight years he was as- 
soc'iated w ith A lfred 
Hitchcock, producing and 
directing the Hitchcock TV 
series. 
Lloyd steadfastly believes 
that Hollywood Television 
Theater presents better 
drama than what was seen 
in TV’s so-called golden age 
of 
‘ ‘ S t u d i o O n e , ’ ’ 
“ Playhouse 90,’’ “ Alcoa 
Presents.” etc.

Odd combination 


spells hit on TV

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
In what was once the vast 
Waspland of Television, it's 
surprising to find a prime­ 
time musical series starring 
a Greek-Puerto Rican and 
two black women. 
No one was more sur­ 
prised than Tony Orlando 
when he started getting 
feelers for a CBS show to 
star himself and his two 
singers, Telma Hopkins and 
Joyce Vincent Wilson. 
True, they had enjoyed 
enormous success as Tony 
O r l a n d o a n d D a w n , 
especially with their “ Tie a 
Yellow Ribbon 
round the 
Ole Oak Tree." But was 
television ready for them? 
Fred Silverman thought 
so. He is the programming 
chief for CBS. and he and 
his wife flipped over the trio 
when they appeared on the 
Grammy awards telecast 
last spring. 
“ We were only on the 
show for 3 minutes and 10 
seconds." Tony recalled. 
"But Fred saw something in 
us that seemed promising. 
He asked our agent what we 
had done in television, and 
our agent sent him three 
shows we had done in 
England for BBC. Then he 
came to see us perform at 
Westbury (N.Y.)” 
The result was a CBS 
summer show. As with Mac 
Davis on NBC, the summer 
show provided a good 
break-in. Both Davis and 
Tony Orlando and Dawn 
provided m idseason re­ 
placements for series that 
had faltered in the fall— 
“ Sierra” and “ Sons and 
Daughters,” respectively. 


Orlando has covered a lot 
of territory in the 30 years 
since he was born to a 
Manhattan furrier in the 
Hell’s Kitchen area that has 
produced movie stars and 
felons. Orlando saw many 
of his friends sent off to 
prison; he himself went into 
the music business at 13, 
singing demonstration re­ 
cords for songwriters. One 
of them was an unknown 
named Carole King. In 1961 
he recorded her “ Halfway 
to Paradise" and it proved 
a hit. So did his next record 
"Bless You,” and Orlando 
seemed on his way to fame. 


The Beatle revolution 
halted his career. Musical 
styles changed overnight, 
and Orlando gave up sing­ 
ing to become a music 
publishing executive. Four 
years ago he went back to 
recording with "Candida." 
singing with two girls who 
called themselves Dawn, 
after the name of a record 
executive.

Haskell's reason 
is a bit different 


HOLLYWOOD - The usual 
reason an actor gives for 
wanting to do a television 
series is for money or fame. 
But Peter Haskell wants a 
series for the sake of a 
hundred days. 


“ Sure, I’d like to do another 
series,” the handsome young 
actor says. “ It’s not so much 
for the chance to get into the 
rich-rich category as for the 
opportunity to work more. 
“ Doing guest shots and an 
occasional TV movie, I may 
work somewhere around 150 
days a year. If I had my own 
series, I’d work about 250 days 
a year. And that’s what I like 
to do — work.” 
The one series he did, 
Bracken’s World, catapulted 
him to the top of the guest star 
heap. Even so, he wouldn’t 
want another series like that. 
“ I had to divvy up the work 
with a dozen others,” he says, 
“and that made it tough.” 
After Bracken’s World, like 
so many others who had made 
it on the strength of a series, 
he was thought of as a hopeful 
in the rarified atmosphere of 
movie stars. And he did make 
two movies — “The Legend of 
E a r l 
D u r a n d ” 
a nd 
“Christina.” 


Never heard of them? No 
wonder. 
“ The 
Legend 
of 
Earl 
Durand’ was made in 1971 and 
released just last year,” he 
says. “It was only exhibited 
briefly. ‘Christina’ came out 
this year — but only for a few 
days. 
“ It’s rather frustrating to 
make movies, work hard on 
them, and then find that they 
are released and forgotten.” 
So he says he prefers TV, 
where even bombs are viewed 
by millions and get their fair 
share of exposure. 
“ I can make a decent living 
as a guest star,” he says. “Of 
course, a guest star can never 
become rich-rich. The only 
way to do that is have your 
own series, like Peter Falk, 
who is probably in the million- 
a-year bracket. 


“ I do seven or eight spots on 
episodic TV every year. Add a 
TV movie and I guess I 
average somwhere between 
$4 5,000 and $60,000 a year. 
That’s enough to keep body 
and soul together .” 


Haskell now lias another 
body 
and 
soul 
to

together, besides his own. He 
just married Diana "Cricket 


Talmadge, 
a 
gamine-like 
agent. Cricket Haskell is still 
working — “ I’ll work until I 
get so pregnant I can’t work 
any more.” He teases her that 
that will be perhaps a half- 
hour before the baby is due. 


They met a few years ago 
and moved in together last 
January. 


“ I said we’d try it,” he says. 
"If we could still stand each 
other after six months, that 
would be it.” 


The fact that they are now 
married proves that they were 
able to stand each other for 
the required time. 


LOS ANGELES iAP) — 
She was bom the daughter 
of a movie idol, and when 
she visited his Hollywood 
grave recently she tried to 
remember him. But Taryn 
Power, now 21. cannot sum­ 
mon a single recollection of 
her father. Tyrone. 
“ People tell me that I 
look like him." says the 
dark-haired, blue-eyed 
Taryn, who makes her 
American acting debut Jan. 
10 in the NBC-TV special. 
‘ ‘The Count of Monte 
Cristo." 
"But I remember nothing. 
I was five years old when he 
died and my mother and he 
had left each other when I 
was three. " 
From her mother, actress 
Linda Christian, from his 
friends and from watching 
his old movies on TV, Taryn 
has learned about her 
famous father.

Hearnes says grand jury probe politically motivated 


KANSAS CITY (A P) — Former Gov. Warren 
E. Hearnes says a grand jury investigation into 
his administration has been prompted partly by 
an effort to direct attention away from 
Watergate and by the knowledge he is consider­ 
ing entering the race for the Senate. 
Hearnes said Thursday in a telephone in­ 
terview with the Kansas City Star that he gave 
the U.S attorney’s office here “ bigger fish to 
fry ” when he let it be known he was considering 
making a race for the Senate in 1976 
He said he believed the lengthy investigation 
was also motivated by political ambitions on the 
part of Paul Anthony White, the assistant U.S. 
attorney who has traded the grand jury in­ 


vestigation. W hite replied that he had 
“ absolutely no political ambitions” Hearnes is 
a Democrat, the U.S. attorney is a Republican 
The former governor’s remarks were made in 
the wake of a report Tuesday that the grand 
jury sitting in Kansas City was turning its atten­ 
tion to his personal finances—a report based on 
subpoenas on file in U.S. District Court 
Hearnes was critical of White for leaking in­

would look ” 


“ If the judges are allowing this to be done in 
western Missouri through the news media, 
“ then let’s do it in the open, in a television de­ 
bate, ” Hearnes said, reiterating his challenge to 
White for a public debate on the investigation. 
The former governor said he did not ask 
White for the debate formally but “ did like he 
does, I went through the media” Hearnes said 
.some of the questions he would ask in such a 
confrontation would be “ bombshells,“ but he 
told the Star he was not prepared to disclose 
them yet. 
White denied he has leaked information about 
the case to the news media, noting that the sub­ 
poenas are public record and are on file in 


federal court. He said court rules and legal 
ethics preclude him from engaging in a debate 
with the former governor 


Hearnes said he would announce his decision 
on whether he is going to seek the seat of Sen 
Stuart Symington by July 19, when his annual 
birthday party is held in Jefferson City. 


Asked if the grand jury probe were hurting 
his chances, Hearnes replied: “ I guarantee you 
I wouldn't advocate it for everybody running for 
office.’’ 


“ But I ’m not going to let them scare me out 
of m aking the r a c e ." H earnes said 


“ Somebody d better get to Washington to start 
fighting for the people ” 


The former governor said there appeared to 
be “ a great deal of unusual cooperation” at the

Members of the Pettis County Fire Department walked off 
the job about 12:30 p.m. Thursday after County Auditor Jerry 
Barr and County Clerk Mary Jane Wilson said they would not 
sign their paychecks for the coming year. 
The fire department reportedly has been operating illegally 
for 19 years through general revenue funds. The state says the 
department must be supported'by a special tax levy. 
Presiding Judge John Bluhm said he was told by C. B. Burns 
of the Missouri Attorney General’s office that Mrs. Wilson and 
Barr would be personally liable for any checks signed for the 
department. 
Bluhm told the Democrat-Capital Thursday night that 
firemen probably will not return to work until a tax levy is 
passed to support the department. 
Bluhm said though neither Mrs. Wilson nor Barr would sign 
checks for the fire department, “ I don’t think this is any way to 
treat taiq)ayers of rural Pettis County. I’m the only one willing 
to signa ch^k.’’ 
Mrs. Wilson has said she is in favor of the county having fire 
protection, but she cannot sign an illegal check. 


“ It's not that we don't want to sign the checks.” Barr said, 
“ it's that under law we can’t ' 
In the meantime, the new county court is trying to find a 
solution to the county's problem and Civil Defense authorities 
are seeking volunteer fire protection. 
Two Civil Defense volunteers were manning the station 
Thursday night. However, they planned to stay at the station 
only until early Friday morning, it was learned. 
Bluhm said the county court will meet with both Smithton 
and Green Ridge fire departments to discuss “ possibilities of 
working something out ” in the form of cooperative fire 
protection. 
The court will meet with the Smithton Fire Department at 
7:30 p.m. Monday and with the Green Ridge Fire Department at 
7:30 p.m. on Jan 10. 
On Jan. 9 the court plans to meet with residents from Walnut 
Hills, Maplewood, Longwood and Bahner to discuss plans for a 
tax levy or possibly initiating a fire district The group will met 
at 7:30 p.m. at the Prudential Insurance Building. Fifth and 
La mine. 
Bluhm said the court hopes to put a tax levy proposal before

Probation interviews next for Watergate 4 


W ASHIN GTO N (A P ) - John D. 
Ehrlichman Thursday became the first 
of four men convicted in the Watergate 
coverup trial to submit to a pre-sen­ 
tence interview at the Probation Office 
of the U.S. District Courthouse. 
All four former high officials of the 
Nixon administration — Ehrlichman, 
H.R. Haldeman, John N. Mitchell and 
Robert C. Mardian — must undergo in­ 
terviews required of all convicted felons 
awaiting sentencing. 
For about a half-hour, a probation of­ 
ficer asked Ehrlichman questions about 


his background and personal life, offi­ 
cials said. 
The four men will remain free over 
the next 30 days while the Probation Of­ 
fice prepares a report and recommends 
to U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
how severely the men should be 
punished. 
The judge has set no sentencing date 
pending completion of the probation re­ 
port. 
Within a month after sentencing the 
appeals process will go into motion. But 
already some defense lawyers are look­ 


ing beyond the U.S. Court of Appeals to 
the Supreme Court. 
“ I would guess that appeals from all 
four defendants will end up in the 
Supreme Court. " said one defense at­ 
torney Thursday. 
The four men were found guilty Wed­ 
nesday of conspiring to obstruct the in­ 
vestigation of the June 17, 1972, break-in 
at the Democratic National Committee 
headquarters. 4 


Although the effective date of any jail 
sentence is up to the judge, chances are 
the defendants will remain free at least 


until the appeals court rules, a process 
likely to take a year or more. The 
Supreme Court appeal could last more 
than two years, according to some law­ 
yers. 
Although Sirica has been criticized for 
his activist role and for offhand com­ 
ments made during the trial, it appears 
unlikely that his behavior will result in 
reversal. 
The appeals court, said one defense 
lawyer, “ is not going to care about little 
points that would reverse a murder 
case. 
Generally the court takes a 


different 
view 
on 
big 
white-collar 
crimes than on cases against poor 
people where they are more likely to 
explore technical errors by the judge. ” 


Nonetheless, one specific complaint 
about Sirica is that he refused to permit 
defense or prosecution lawyers to ask 
potential jurors their political party af- 
hliation before the trial began. 


All the defendants are agreed on one^ 
appeal point. Their lawyers will say the 
clim ate in Washington, where the 


Watergate scandals were mostly heavi­ 
ly reported, did not permit a fair trial. 


Beyond that, the intense publicity of 
the impeachment hearings of the House 
Judiciary Committee and the resigna- 
, tion of former President Richard M. 
Nixon so firmly cemented opinions that 
an impartial jury was impossible to 
find, defense lawyers say. 


An aide to Nixon said Thursday that 
the former President would not com­ 
ment on the verdict because the defen­ 
dants intend to file appeals.

At a rqjeeting of the Humor Pro d u cerr. 
Association in Geveland, Sheik Russell 
Baker told the press, “Hie world has been 
exploiting humor producers for centuries. 
There is no reason people should not pay as 
much for humor as they do for gas.” 
The Shah of Herblock warned the world 
that it was wasting its humor. “ By raising 
the price of a barrel of mirth to |14, we 
might wake people up to the fact that 
unless strong conservation methods are 
taken we could run out of humor by 1964. 
For too long the nations of this earth have 
been depending on Polish and Italian jokes 
as their main source of humor. Unless 
other jokes are discovered soon, we couud 
find ourselves in a very grim world.” 
The shah’s warning was reiterated by 
Sheik Art Hoope, who toW the press, 
“There is just so much humor in the 
ground; and while we regret that some 
people will have to suffer because of the 


new price increases, we have to think of 
ourselves first. Everyone has been taking 
humor for granted. As long as the economy 
was good, people used laughter as if there 
was no tomorrow. But no one expected 
1974 to end so miserably. Now people who 
used to laugh at anything aren’t laughing 
any more.” 
One of the reasons for the sharp increase 
in humor according to Sheik Oliphant was 
that most world leaders have become dull. 
“ It takes twice as much effort to produce a 
barrel of laughs as it did a few years ago 
when Charles de Gaulle, Lyndon Johnson, 
Golda Meir, Gamal Nasser and Ho Chi 
Minh were in power. You have no idea 
what it costs to produce one cartoon on 
Gerry Ford. Obviously we have to pass this 
on to the consumer.” 


Hans Yoakum, a humor economist, said 
despite the recent CIA disclosures he saw 
no relief from high humor prices in sight. 


“The humor producers are adamant that 
the price of crude will remain at $14, and 
refined laughter could go as high as $20 a 
barrel. 
“ We’re going to have to live with it,” he 
said in a report to the President. “ You 
can't have recession and inflation and 
expect cheap humor to boot." 


Mr. Yoakum warned the President that 
if the price o( cnKle humor remained at $14 
the humor producers would soon be 
making $35 billion a year. Unless this 
money is recycled it could cause grave 
economic conditions throughout the world. 


He suggested the best way for the humor 
producers to recycle the money with the 
least damage to the economy was for the 
United States to sell them ^n American 
airways.

Our recent histo ry 
is a success sto ry

WASHINGTON - As we move into 1975, 
national morale is shaky. 


Across the front pages march the grim 
phalanxes of inflation, recession, scarcity, 
crime and corruption with heavy tread. 


They have sent out stabs of fear that 
good times are forever gone and our 
system is crumbling under the forces of 
disintegration. 


On newsstands, national magazines 
challenge passers-by with apocalyptic 
covers: one depicts a well-to-do family 
sitting down to a Christmas dinner (rf 
empty plates; another trumpets “The End 
of Affluence: The Last Christmas in 
America;" a third cover announces that we 
are “Coming Around to Socialism.” 


Erudite pundits blithely tell us that the 
edifice America has built is junk, now 
come tumbling down about us. 


Great difficulties loom before us in 1975, 
no one can doubt that. But before writing 
off the future or jumping into a briar patch 
of quack nostrums, a little stock taking is in 
order. 


Remember the 1950s? That decade 
opened on a surge of Korean war inflation, 
followed 
with 
three 
back-to-back 
recessions. 


Hanging over the chronically depressed 
economy were two spectres that promised 
untold trouble. Remember: One was 
automation, which threatened to bring 
mass 
unemployment by 
wiping 
out 
millions of traditional jobs; the other was 
the after-effect of the postwar baby boom. 


What would happen, went the refrain, 
when 70 million kids poured into the school 
system and then the job market: The 
mathematical extrapolations were ghastly. 
At the levels of growth and capacity, which 
were then current, the incoming hordes 
would be locked out. first without class­ 
rooms aitd teachers, then without jobs, 
houses, hospitals, highways. 
To ward off a catastrophe that would 
bring on a breakdown of society, we would 
have to spend more, train more and 


construct more in two decades than in all 
the previous years of our national life 
combined. Stagnant America lacked the 
will and the vision, the critics said; it 
couldn’t be done. 


Well, we did it. What we accomplished 
just yesterday is worth reviewing. For if 
we grasp what we have done, then we 
shall gain a sense of what we can do. This 
may help us meet the challenge of reviving 
the economy and developing new energy 
sources. 
Part of the story is chronicled in the 
book, “ The Real America,” by Ben 
Wattenbei^, an author with a nose for 
doomsday cant and an uncanny gift for 
making the cold statistics come to life. 
Other facts have been gathered by my staff. 


Here’s 
the 
story, 
all 
carefully 
documented: 


Since 1959, we have made it possible 
for — hold your hats — 74 million people to 
be enrolled in schools today. That’s one 
third of the nation! Nine million are in 
college, more than double the 1960 figure. 
From our poorest homes, earning from 
$3,000 to $5,000 a year, 21 per cent enter 
college. Of our college population, 60 per 
cent are the children of parents who did 
not attend college. Thus, while we went 
about our ordinary business, we produced 
the greatest miracle of upward mobility in 
human history. 


Since 1950, employment has expanded 
fast enough to absorb almost all those 
postwar babies. Manual labor and menial 
jobs declined. But the ditch digger re- 
emerged as a bulldozer operator and the 
niaid as a bank teller. 


Since 1950, America has constructed 
from scratch a suburbia that houses 35 
million people. In a twinkling, as it were, 
we erected the physical equivalent of a new 
nation, containing more houses, furniture, 
bathtubs, vehicles, stores, theaters, 
libraries, 
communications 
equipment, 
paved roads and public services than the 
efforts of centuries have accumulated in 
such advanced nations as France. Great 
Britain or Italy. Aesthetes may deride 
these lookalike tuNnes on their quarter 


acres, but they represent the best material 
living conditions ever created for working 
people anywhere. 


Since 1950, the median income of the 
American family has doubled. With 
inflation taken into account, average family 
income, measured in constant 1972 dollars, 
has risen from $4,500 to more than $11,000. 
Distress over inflation and fear of recession 
cause us to forget this gain. But there it is, 
the greatest and broadest increase in well­ 
being ever recorded. 


Since 1950, working conditions have 
improved 
dram atically. 
Shameful 
conditions still exist in some industries and 
they must be relentlessly exposed. But for 
most people, gains have been impressive. 
Work begins later and retirement comes 
earlier, cutting 10 to 15 years off the 
working life. In 1949, 61 per cent of our 
workers got paid vacations of two weeks; 
by 1972, 87 per cent got paid vacations of 
four weeks or more. 


What of the poor? Since 1959, poverty 
has been cut in half; the percentage of 
families below the poverty line has 
dropped from 22 
to 
11 per cent. 
Substandard housing fell from 16 to 7 per 
cent. In the past dozen years, 14 million 
Americans crossed over the poverty tine. 
For those who remain below, the rate of 
exit offers hope. Meanwhile, food stamps, 
rent supplements and health care make 
poverty less the Dickensian horror of old. 


We who have wrought these advances in 
our own time have not suddenly atrophied 
and fallen sterile, ready for the ideological 
embalmers. Whatever innovations the new 
era calls for, we'll be equal to them.

WASHINGTON - Most progress is a 
compromise. Medical drugs do harm as 
well as good. The same applies to 
agricultural chemicals. It is now suspected 
that all foods, even the best, may have 
some bad side effects over the years 


So it is with our 
anti-pollution drive. It 
is essential that, as we 
head toward the clean­ 
er air and water all of 
us desire, we know the 
cost in dollars and in 
side effects. 


We 
have 
already 
Cromley 
learned that some of 
the anti-pollution devices we have ordered 
installed sometimes reduce on hazard but 
spew out worse byproducts. In other 
instances it is found that air and water are 
dirtied by the manufacture of chemicals 
designed to lower pollution. 
This columnist will only concentrate on 
estimating a part of the dollar costs. 
Hie federal government's anti-pollution 
laws will cost industry $200 billion over the 
next 10 years. 
By 1964, pollution control operation and 
maintenance costs alone will l^ running at 
$20 billion a year and new capital spending 
at $10 billion. Those costs will be passed on 
to the consumer. 
These are conservative estimates, based 
on studies at the Environmental Protection 
Agency. They do not include the cost to 
manufacturers of complying with state, 
county and city laws. And they do not 
inclucie the cost to owners for anti­ 
pollution devices on automobiles. These 
items will also add billions to the total. 


We shall pay other prices, too. 
Anti-pollution 
regulations 
reportedly 
have caused the closing of 69 plants and the 
loss of 12,000 jobs. Officials say most, 
closii^ were not due solely to government- 
imposed anti-pollution costs. Rather, they 
claim the plants were typically small, old 
and marginal. But all the same, these 
producers were largely in primary metals, 
paper, food products and chemicals, where 
production shortages contribute heavily to 
inflation. 


Another 81 plants and 44,008 additional 
jobs are threatened in companies which 
now calculate they cannot afford to meet 
the added costs of expensive equipment for 
holding down pollution. These companies, 
too, are in the basic industries. 


This is but the beginning. Though the 
federal government’s drive for clean air 
and water has been in operation for some 
years, it is now moving into high gear so 
that the worst is yet to come. 


This is only a part of the story. 


More serious than plant closings is the 
negative effect of anti-pollution regulation 
costs on industry's expansion plans. 


Producers of aluminum, coke, glass, 
iron, 
and 
steel, 
ferrosilicon, 
petrochemicals, salt, stainless steel, soda 
ash and titanium report they have cut back 
sharply on programs to increase output 
when faced by the cost (rf meeting 
environmental regulations. 


Ironically, these products comprise a 
good 
chunk 
of 
those 
the 
federal 
government is attempting to promote in 
order to knock out inflation and to improve 
employment. 


But 
there 
is 
more. 
The 
legal 
maneuvering and licensing battles over 
environmental requirements are holding 
back the building of nuclear power systems 
and the conversion of oil-burning electric 
power plants to coal — both in accord with 
President Ford’s attempts to reduce our 
dependence on the world petroleum cartel. 


All this is not to argue against a cleanup 
of the environment. Rather, it is to vote for 
common sense in our approach and it is to 
say that if we want purer air and waterr we 
must be prepared to pay the price.

Jerry, and grandson, Mark Dickey 
Though the victims probably were alive 
when the fire started, Morrison said his 
office maintains its earlier ruling that tlw 
fire was caused by arson and that a murder- 
suicide may have been the motive. 
“ As far as we’re concerned the autopsies 
and coroner’s inquest didn’t change our 
opinion. Technically, this is the only thing 
we can state at this time and we consider 
our case closed,” Morrison said.

S. Vietnamese 
battle Reds 
at capital 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (A P) — 
North Vietnamese assault troops backed 
by tanks battled their way into the 
streets of a South Vietnamese provin­ 
cial capital Thursday and the Saigon 
command said the situation was 
critical. 


Heavy fighting was reported in Phuoc 
Binh City. 76 miles north of Saigon and 
near the Cambodian border. 


Viet Cong truce delegates in Saigon 
turned down a plea by the Saigon gov­ 
ernment to cooperate in the evacuation 
of some 26,000 civilians from the iso­ 
lated city. They coupled their rejection 
with another call for the removal of 
South Vietnamese President Nguyen 
Van Thieu. 
Phuoc Binh appeared to be a-major 
goal in the North Vietnamese-Viet Cong 
offensive launched four weeks ago.

“ We weren't in complete agreement on 
any of them right off the bat.” a member of 
the panel said a few hours after verdicts 
were returned on the five defendants.

Deputy U.S. marshals monitored the 
jury to discourage any discussion of trial 
matters throughout the proceeding which 
began Oct. 1. 
The juror said the panel considered each 
defendant by talking informally around 
the oak table in the middle of the delib­ 
erating room so each of the nine women 
and three men could be heard. 
Although it became clear in discussions 
how each juror was thinking of voting, 
there were formal votes taken only once 
for each of the counts lodged against the 
defendants. Many minds were changed, the 
juror said. 
For the juror, the 28 White House tapes 
introduced into evidence were the most 
important of all.

voters in the spring. However, he said the levy “ could have been 
put on the November (general election) ballot, but no one did 
anything about it. This thing has been going on for 19 years.” 
He said no residents had petitioned for the election and that 
the court only recently discovered that Mrs. Wilson intended to 
stop signing checks for the fire department She made the 
announcement last week. 
Under Pettis County’s new second class status, checks 
previously signed by Bluhm and Mrs. Wilson must now be 
signed by Barr as well. 
Bluhm said, “ The past court had no intention of cutting 
off fire services without giving residents a chance to vote. The 
past court had no inkling this was coming up or we would have 
done something.” 
Western District Judge Paul White and Eastern District 
Judge Russell McFatrich, both newcomers, took office 
Thursday. 
He said in order to put a levy before the voters residents must 
petition the Circuit Court with at least 100 signatures. 
Bluhm said though operating the fire department with general 
revenue funds “ is technically illegal ... it really isn’t as long as 
you don’t make distinctions between the people being served 
(by the department). General revenue has to be something that 
serves everybody.” 
Bluhm said funds for the department originally were set up by 
Frank Monroe, a previous judge of the county court. 
According to Bluhm, Monroe was aware that funding the 
department with general revenue was “ technically” illegal “ but 
he thought it was a good service to the people ... and it was as 
long as we had funds to run it. Now this (system) would make it 
hard on the budget next year.” 
Ron Ollison, fire chief, said Bluhm called the station about 
12:30 p.m. to tell the firefighters that they would no longer be 
paid. Ollison also said he was told that the men who worked 
Wednesday and Thursday morning would not be paid. 
According to Jerry luchs. Civil Defense director, several 
persons have (^fered to help in case (rf fire. However he said 
only one of the volunteers has had fire training. He said about 25 
people have taken civil defense fire training but most of those 
persons have since moved out (rf the county. He said currently 
only four Civil Defense volunteers have had University of 
Missouri extension training. 
“ If a fire happened right now. I’d have to start searching for 
people,” luchs said. 
“ The county has known this was g(Hng to happen for a long 
time and we all hoped they could keep the department they 
had,” he added. 
Bluhm said he expects to talk about possible solutions with 
Frank Schwarzer, executive director of the Show-Me Regional 
Planning Commission,on Friday morning.
